2. Wage and Salary Earners in Civilian Employment in N.S.W.: Government and Private 


(Excluding employees in rural industry, employees in private domestic service, and Defence Forces) 


Notes:— 

1. The current series of employment statistics is based on benchmark data derived from the 1954 and 1961 
censuses of population. For periods between and since the censuses, the estimates are derived from:— 
(a) monthly returns supplied by employers for purposes of Commonwealth pay-roll taxation; 

(b) monthly returns from governmental authorities; 
(c) some other direct records of monthly employment (e.g. hospitals); and 
(d) estimates of changes in the number of employees outside the scope of the previous sources. 

2. Employees in rural industry and in private domestic service, and members of the full-time Defence 
Forces (including, from July, 1965, national servicemen), are excluded from the scope of the series. 

3. The series is designed to measure the current monthly trends in the defined fields. The estimates are 
compiled on an establishment or enterprise basis, and the benchmark data (which have been derived 
from industry tabulations compiled on the occasion of the population censuses from schedules provided 
by individuals) have been adjusted as nearly as possible to this basis. 

4. A new series of employment statistics for June, 1966, and subsequent months, based on benchmark data 
derived from the 1966 population census, will be developed in due course. In the 1966 population census, 
new work force definitions were adopted—as a result, some persons who would not have described 
themselves as being in employment at previous censuses (e.g. married women in part-time employment 
at the time of the census) were brought within the scope of the work force. The new employment series 
will accordingly be at a higher level than the current series.

Note. The Consumer Price Index is designed to measure quarterly variations in the level of retail prices for goods 
and services which represent a high proportion of the expenditure of wage-earner households. The Index 
covers a large and representative selection of commodities and services arranged in five major groups—food, 
clothing and drapery, housing, household supplies and equipment, and a miscellaneous group. Significant changes 
in consumer expenditure patterns have been reflected in the Index by the introduction of additional items and 


altered weighting patterns.

Quarterly adjustments for movements in retail prices were discontinued in State awards from June, 1964. 


The minimum wage payable to adult males under certain Commonwealth awards was fixed at $37.25 from 
July, 1966, $38.25 from July, 1967, and $39.60 from October, 1968. 

In addition, an “economic loading” of $1 per week was payable to all adult males and females under State 
awards. From Ist January, 1968 this loading was absorbed into the basic wage. 

From July, 1967, the separate specification of the basic wage, margin, and other elements of award wage rates 
in Commonwealth awards was discontinued. The total wage (i.e. basic wage plus margin elements) for 
each award classification for adult males and females was increased from the beginning of the first pay-period 
commencing on or after Ist July, 1967 by $1 per week, and by a further $1.35 from the beginning of the first 
pay-period commencing on or after 25th October, 1968.
